officer has charge of his department 
of the city’s affairs, and has authori­ 
ty to act more or less independently 
of the city council and 
the mayor,! 
- ho is the first executive of the city,* 
ll therefore follows that if a depart­ 
m ent presided over

officer is badly managed, we can not 
ill justice to the mayor hold the may

Entire City Should Elect. 
A second objection to 
the present 
system lies in the fact that the coun- 
cilmen, who compose the legislative 
body, are chosen from the different 
wards instead of being elected by th* 
city at large. 
In consequence enol 
councilman considers himself an offi­ 
cer of the ward from which he is 
chosen rather than a guardian of the 
welfare of the entire city, and there- 
U re it often happens that to procure 
a benefit for his own ward be will 
sacrifice the welfare of the city or 
v .!! vote for measures which he may 
not deem beneficial to the city in or­ 
der to procure some benefit for his 
constituents 
Another objection to 
the selection of couneilmen by wards 
is the fact that many a man who i*

Washington, Feb. 5.—Membc rs of 
the house, v. ho were enthusiastically 
in favor of l'miting the s e n s e s of 
president to ( ne term of six years, 
have grown apathetic, and in some 
cases will not even discuss the sub­ 
ject since tho senate passed the pro­ 
posed amendment to the constitution 
last Saturday. 
Representative Henry D 
Clayton, 
of Alabama, who introduced the orig­ 
inal resolution in tiie house, said yes­ 
terday that Tie has made several in­ 
effectual attempts to have the rules 
committee bring the 
resolution 
up 
for debate. 
Chairman Henry, of the Rul *? com­ 
mittee. one of Governor Wilson s sup­ 
porters, who lias been mentiored fre­ 
quently for 
cabinet berth, refused 
yesterday to discuss the resolution. 
I nless the rules committee brings 
the resolution in on a special rule, it 
will have to take its chances on the 
regular calendar. 
When Clayton, at 
the last session, failed to get tht res­ 
olution 
passed 
by unanimous con­ 
sent, he placed it on the calendar, 
where it has slumbered ever since. 
In the ordinary course of events the 
house will rot reach it at this ses­ 
sion. 


“I have tri**d a half dozen times to 
get the rules committee to act upon 
this resolution.’’ Clayton said to a 
correspondent, “but for some reason 
that committee cannot be induced to 
bring out a special rule in order that 
this subject can be taken up ly the 
house.

One is thh fact that the de­ 
partment for criminal insane a’ the 
Mate hospital at Fulton has fallen 
into disuse, and that not only in this 
hospital, but also in the other three, 
convicted criminals are kept among 
the innocent insane,

Brilliant Colors Have Been Noted at 
a Depth of Three Thou­ 
sand Feet. 


According to Sir John Murray, one 
of the greatest authorities on ocean 
ography, the bottom of the sea is a 
desert of jJtch black darkness, pene­ 
trating cold and eternal silence, says 
he London Evening Standard. Worms 
sea puddings and coral polyps slug 
gishly crawl or sway in the almost 
currentless dejfihs, and only two spe 
cies of fish, both of them small, with 
much head and little body, have beer, 
found deeper than a mile and a quar 
ter down. 
The range of fishes in the sea is as 
though it were divided into layers, one 
above the other, and no fish can Hfl 
above or below' his layer. Thus many 
of the deeper fish—three-quarters ol 
a mile below the surface—have b<»en 
found floating at the top; they had 
swallowed a fish as large or larger 
than themselves and its buoyancy had 
lifted them out of the strata to which 
they were accustomed . 
The physiology of a bottom fish is al­ 
most impossible to know, because they 
are built to resist a tremendous pres 
sure of water, and when this pressure 
is released—as when they are brought 
to the surface in a net—sometimes the 
fish has burst; the organs are crushed 
beyond reconstruction. 
Similarly if a fish of a higher strata 
attacks a bottom fish in the neutral 
zone where both can live, and 
as 
sometimes happens-his teeth become 
entangled so that he cannot let go 
and he is dragged into deeper water, 
he 
strangles 
Instantly, 
for 
breathing arrangements are of no use 
to him under the pressure of water in 
the lower strata of the sea. As a rule, 
however, the fish of the various depths 
rarely feed on those above or below

Rubber Plant Oil for Umbrellas. 
A vegetable oil used in making pa 
per umbrellas in Japan is pressed ou> 
of the seeds of the rubber plant. This 
oil is made in the various islands 
famed for oil and seeds from thes< 
plants. 
Sandy ground is favored for 
the cultivation of the plant, and the 
oil is extracted from the seeds by 
presses. 
The yield ot seeds is es-ti 
mated at 20 bushels per acre. The an­ 
nual 
production 
throughout Japan 
amounts to 350,000 
bushels, 
from 
which over a gallon of oil per bushel 
is extracted. 
The oil before it * is 
used is boiled and then cooled until it 
can be applied by hand to umbrellas 
with a piece of cloth or waste. 
Na 
machinery or tools are used in apply­ 
ing the oil. When the oiling is com­ 
plete the umbrellas are exposed in. 
the sun for about five hours. This oil 
is also used in making the Japanese 
lanterns, artificial 
leather. 
j>rinting 
ink, laquer, varnishes, oil paper, and 
paints. 


Mechanical Horse. 
A real “mechanical horse” is being 
expf rimented with abroad. 
It is a 
“tractor” that is easily hitched to any 
horse-drawn vehicle, just as a team 
of horses may be, and combines all 
the advantages of the 
horse 
with 
those of the auto truck at an exceed­ 
ingly low price. The outfit comprises 
a steel bar and coupler and sprocket 
wheels designed to be attached to the^ 
wheels and tongue 
of 
the 
wagon.j 
There is only one wheel on the 
“horse” and that is at the front, thu 
most of the support for the tractor de­ 
pending upon the front wagon w'heeln 
by w’hich it is driven. 
The engine, 
mounted under the front hood as in 
an automobile, is of 40 or 50 horse 
power and drives

spei d of from 8 to 30 miles an hour, 
the latter speed only being used when 
it is designed for fire engine service. 
The front wheel is used to steer by 
and it allows a turn being made at an 
angle of 85 degrees, thus giving re­ 
markable turning ability 
in narrow 
streets. 
One ol the greatest advan­ 
tages of the “mechanical horse” is the 
fact that it may be kept constantly at l 
work while unloading or loading la 
going on.

BONEMEAL GOOD FOR SW INE 


Good 
Results Obtained at Missouri 
Station by Feeding Each Animal 
Ounce Each Day. 


All kinds of bonemeal are used in 
the manufacture of fertilizers, but not 
all kinds are suitable as 
feed 
for 
swine. 
Bonemeal from a glue factory 
which has gone through the process 
in which acid was used is not suitable 
feed. 
But any bonemeal. especially 
green bone, that is 
ground 
finely 
enough, may be fed. 
Steamed bone- 
meal is good. 
At the Missouri station bonemeal 
was fed with very good results. About 
an ounce of meal was fed to each hog 
per day. 
At the Nebraska station four lots of 
pigs wrere fed to determine the value 
of wheat shorts, tankage and steamed 
ground 
bone 
as 
supplemental 
to 
rornmeal. 
These hogs were pastured 
on alfalfa, and for this reason the lot 
fed on corn alone made about as sat­ 
isfactory gain as any, although the 
lot which was fed on bonemeal in ad- 
^ dition to the corn had the strongest 
| bone.

Shorts strengthen the bone some, 
and 
tankage 
with 
corn 
produced 
much stronger bone than corn alone. 
Where mixed grain rations aré given, 
or skim milk or good pasture, all of 
which supply ash 
material,

Sponge as an Animal. 
Nothing is less like a living crea­ 
ture than the common bath sponge, 
yet the fact remains that sponges do 
form a very important species of the 
animal kingdom, eating their food 
and living their lives much as any 
Dther animal would do. 
The actual existence of a sponge 
commences with the separation from 
the parent of a tiny particle. 
This 
particle, whirling through space, event­ 
ually attaches 
itself to 
a piece of 
rock, and from that time it seeks its 
i own livelihood. 
At the very commencement, with 
some species of the sponge family, 
the baby sponges feed upon yolk cells, 
in which are stored food supplies. By- 
and-by, as the youngster develops, the 
currents in the water swreep into a 
kind of bag the minute particles of 
food required, and the same currents 
carry off undigested matter. 
There are many varieties of sponges 
found at different levels of the ocean, 
some clinging to rocks, 
others 
to 
mud.

The value of the 
asture depends on 
the number of 
^aves rather than on the stems. The 
er cent, of the leaves is greater in 
ilsike than in 1he medium and the 
medium has a larger 
per 
c» nt. 
of 
leaves than has the mammoth, when 
compared with the stem. 
This alsike 
is finer in stern, too, and renews leafy 
growth after eaten down better than 
do the ranker clovers. 
It pays to sow 
about ten pounds of medium and five 
pounds of alsike to each acre. 
I have noticed that shoats prefer 
Hfalfa to any of these clovers. 
This 
uggests that they would enjoy a mix- 
ure of clover including alfalfa. 
As 
it is less hardy at the start it might 
be well 
to defer sowing the alfalfa 
until the season of severe frost has 
passed. 
Once established, alfalfa will endure 
as much hardship as any of the clo­ 
vers named, yet none of them will en­ 
dure grazing when frozen 
or 
even 
when covered with frost. 
A 
little 
care to keep frost off until the frost 
has disappeared will prolong the use­ 
fulness of the clover pasture. 
Delay 
in turning on in the spring until May 
will be profitable.
